A GUIDE POST FOR THE PEOPLE.

HK news that the New York Life contributed J50.009 
to the Republican national campaign funJ in 1904 


will be received with regret, not only by all decent Repub- 
licans', but by many good Democrats. 
A great number 


of Democrats who voted for Parker were secretly glaJ 
of, or. at least, not displeased at the election of Roose- 
velt.

tion for his c.ndidacy for the presidency in 190S. 
It is 


to the influence of capital with the administration that we 
twe such farces as the so-called Beef Trust investigation 
ol Commissioner Garfield, and the expected whitewash of 
Standard Oil by the same individual It is to the pres- 
ence of these malign influence's at Washington that we 
can attribute Ihe fate of men like Bristow, who, after run- 
ning to earth the rascals involved in the postofflce de- 
partment 
scandals, was driven out of his position at 


Washington and is now running a tountry newspaper 
somewhere in Kan«as. 


The Journal has no word 
of censure for President 


Roosevelt, who. individually, is one of the best of men, 
but whose good intentions are thwarted and high aims 
diverted by the circumstances of his association with a 
party that fell into the arms of corruption over a gen- 
eration ago and whose virtue is hopelessly lost. 


But for the Republican party itself and for its lead- 


ers who are the hirelings and the bondmen of the money 
power no words of condemnation are severe enough. That 
Ihe men who s-'ell their party for graft are traitors to the 
republic admits of no denial. And that the Republican 
parly has been sold to Wall street in 1896, 1900 and 1904 is 
something now established beyond the pei-adventure of a 
doubt. 


At this moment the government of the T'nited States 


is as completely in the hands of Wall street and the 
trusts as it was on the fourth of March. 1896, when the 
most Infamous political deal that ever disgraced the an- 
nals of American history was consummated by the in- 
stallation of Marcus A. Hannn in the seat of power at 
Washington.

who violate the antl-trus* laws, a Taft to agitate the re- 
peal or modification of the Chinese exclusion act, or a 
Garfleld to whitewash the Beef Trust and Standard Oil.

And when the people have learned, as they undoubtedly 
have through the New York Lite disclosures, that a. Re- 
publican administration is worth to the money power the 
investment of many millions, they know that for them 
there is but one remedy—vote the Democratic ticket, and 
give the country a new deal with a clean deik in 1 \m- 
Tnarked caids.
